Washington, Feb. 16. — The senate 
■tiU flnda It^elt burdened with the 
«tat«hood bill, and while jnii m Anx- 
ious to dispose of It in some way In 

order to proceed unimpeded with 
other biisineBS, it Is not even as con- 
fldent of being able to do so as at the 
iKBginning of last week. With pnl^ 14 
1|rorking days of the session left, sen- 
ators generally feel that the matter 
must be gotten out of the way, but 
when a suggestion of this kind ia 
made the reply laTarlabljr to tfaat, not 
withstanding the statehooa bill has 
held the right of way position practi- 
cally (luring tlie entire session, there 
has been no lack of legislation and 
that all bills to which there has not 
been serious opposition have been 
passed, and that not a single appro- 
priation bill has been delayed for a 
moment by the statehood bill. The 
feeling is none the less strong, how- 
erer. that the atatehood bill will be 
seriously in the way at the close of 
the session tmless disposed of very 
soon. 

Indeed, there is scarcely a Fonator 
Vho has not some measure which be 
desires to press, and all feel that the 

statehood bill may be in the way of 
consideration. Senator Quay, more- 
over, gave notice that he v.ould insist 
on having the sUtebood bill taken up 
promptly after the close of rootlno 
morning businesa each day In order to 
cut otr other measures. 

Compromise Abandoned. 

All thought of compromise on the 
statehood wMttfit apparently has been 
abandoned, and no course except to 
fight it out now seems open. The 
Democrats huv<' refused absolutely to 
accept a compromise which would 
m3c Arlsona with New Mexico, and 
Senator Quay has decided not to make 
any agreement which would not be 
satisfactory to his allies. His inten- 
tion, therefore, is to "stay with the 
hlH to the end," and the question now 
awaiting his decision is whether or 
not to adopt the bold and hazardous 
course of pressing the measure as a 
rider or amendment to one of the ap- 
propriation bills, It being coneeded 
some friends of the statehood bill will 
not carry their support to the length 
of voting to attach it to a supply bill. 
It is now quite definitely decided to 
use the postofflce approi)riation bill 
as the vehicle for carrying the state- 
hood bill, provided the senate shows 
a willingness to put the measure on 
one of the appropriation bills. 

It is expected that the postofflce 
bill, as amended by including the 
statehood proposition, will be reported 
to the senate on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, and Senator Mason, chairman of 
the postofTici? committee, announces 
that it is his purpose to ask for almost 
Immedlata consideration. Whoa the 
statehood amendment is reached the 
oritical test is likely to come. 
Delays Action on Treaties. 

The chief supporters of the t wo im- 
portant treaties now before the sen- 
ate, the Panama canal treaty and the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty, are greatly 
puzzled over tho situation. The state 
hood bill stands squarely across their 
respective pathways. After allowing 
a day for consideration of the Panama 
treaty. Senator Quay has declined to 
yield any more time, and as a fliB||M> 
Quence Senator Cullora, who ll In 
charge of both treaties, finds the end 
of the senate approaching without 
seeing his way clear to get either 
treaty ratified. The one day given to 
the I'anama treaty has served merely 
to demonstrate that it will require 
considerable time to secure action on 
It After Senator Morgan had talked 
auMt of the day Thursday last, he told 
fome of his senatorial friends that he 
had only begun his di^cDiirse, and it 
was made evident that there would be 
sulBcient opposition on the part of 
other senators to prevent the success 
oi the treaty by the mere physical 
exhaustion of the .\!ahama senator. 

The present purpose is not to at- 
tempt to take up the Cuban treaty un- 
til the Panama treaty Is out oC ine 
way. Most of the Deaioeratto sena- 
tors and two or three RepublkM seft* 
ators will vote against the Cuban 
agreement, but if a vote can be reach- 
ed It is believed that it will be ratified.

Tha winter is the time to prone grspe 
ttnea, aad It thoald not bo delayed, as 

they cannot be cut back with safety after 
spring opens. Vines put out last spring 
may be oat back to thieo iyM and older 
Tines may have their now W«od cat baek 
to six or eight buds. 

Clover hay contains lo 3 pounds water 
in 100 pounds, 6.3 pounds asb, V2.3 pounds 
protein, 24.8 pounds fiber, .38.1 pounds 
stsrcb and 8 S pomde fat. Cow-pea hsy 
contains 10.7 poonda water in 100 pounds, 
7.6 pounds ssb, 16 6 pounds protein, 20.1 
pounds fiber, 4-. 2 pounds starch and 2.9 
pounds fat. Cow-pea hay, therefore, con- 
taim less water and flbor and a little less 
fat than clover hay, but contains more 
ash (mineral matter), protein, starch. 
The comparison showa that cow-pea hsy 
is Buperior to clover hsy as food. The 
amount of water depends on the curiuft, 
as alio quality, and it may be added that 
no two samples will analyse exsctly alike, 
bnt the above ia about what the two hays 
contain of tbedifierent substaneea neees- 
nry in their composition. 

Weight is the main object of the farmer 
in fattening stock for market, and this 
weight is easiest obtained by feeding 
corn, In order to produce iat. Fanners 
have long beentaagbt by experience that 
(st is a desirable quality, and that it adds 
to the attractiveness of a carcass on the 
stall. It has been demonstrated at the 
experiment stations, however, that the 
weight can h9 secured at less cost, with 
a greater proportion of lean interspersed 
with the fat, by feeding a more nitro- 
genous rstion, which means that, in addi- 
tion to a UbonU supply of corn, an animal 
shottid reeelie « variety of food that is 
not BO rich in oil, starch and BU(;ar as 
corn. This fact is worthy of considera- 
tion.

The cool output of Kentu( ky during 
the last year was the grestest in the his- 
tory of the Sute. 0. J. Norwood, Chief 
Inspector of Mlnei, has mad* the fidlow* 
ing report : 

"The ontpnt of the commercial coal 
mines of Kentucky for the calendar vear 
1902 amounted to G,421,2(>6 short tons, 
which waa an increase of l,09d,B64 tons 
over the production of 1901. This is the 
greatest output, and the largest increase 
within a single year, in the history of the 
fitate. Although we may be disposed to 
congratulate ourselves on this showing, 
it does not in fact indicate such progress 
In the production of coal in Kentucky as 
should be the case. Notwithstanding the 
abundance, the great excellence, and the 
uniquely favorable location of our coal 
beds with reference to ose for Indastrial 
establishments, and notwitlistamlin^ oar 
wealth of mineral things upon which to 
found and sustain saeh estabUahaaonts, 
we have been eij;hteen years in increaa- 
init our coal output from 1,550,000 tons 
(1884) to aomewhat leas thtn 6.600,000 in

General Knox, who Ik kn<i\vn to have 
prejiarcd the importuuL fiaturcs o£ the 
aiiti trust bills now enacted Into law. 
on being askod as to how they were 
regarded by the adminlatration aald: 
"The legislation affecting the tnist.s 
passed at this session of (•(in'j;i i'-;s is 
satisfactory to the admin i i' i 
the prompt response to the yresiduut t> 
requests is highly gratifying. A very 
long stride In advance has been ac- 
compllsht'il and the promises of last 
fall have been made good. Tho giving 
and taking of railroad rebates is now 
prohibited by a law capable of effect- 
ive enforcement against corporaiiona 
as well as individuals, and the courts 
of the United States arc clothed with 
Jurisdiction to reis train and punish 
violations. 

"The act creating the department of 
commerce vests in that department 
complft<' authority to investigate the 
organi/.ation and business methods of 
corporations engaged in inti rstate and 
foreign commerce, and to that end to 
compel the testimony of persons hav- 
ing the dcslrnl knowlodsi'. i ne leg- 
islation Is conclBC in its terms, but 
very comprehensive in its scope. Un- 
der its provisions a fair opportunity 
will be afforded to test tho oSMt upon 
the tendency toward industrial mo- 
nopoly of Its guarantees of no favors 
for the great prodaoer aa afAlatt the 
small one. 

"Dlsoretion is lodged in tht presi- 
dent as to the publication of facts 
useful to be publicly known, and a 
wise administration law promises 
much that is helpful and nothing that 
is harmful. 

"The law to expedite the hearing of 
oases and giving an appeal directly to 
the supreme court of first Instance 
assures within a reasonable time au- 
thoritative decisions upon Important 
pending questions regarding future 
legislation, if necessary, can be con- 
fidently framed. 

"Upon the whole tho situation is 
eminently satisfactory and is the re- 
sult of eonoessions, modifications of 
views and forms of expression upon 
the vatt of many earnest and thought- 
ful iiK n who liav ciulfavoied, within 
a vrry brii f si'ssion. to niP''t a ra' 
tlonal public demand in a rational and 
ofteetlvo way."
